The origin of maize, or Indian corn, 
is unknown, but it was first culti­ 
vated by white men on the James 
river, Virginia, in 1608. It is, say s 
Mr. C. J. Murphy , about the only 
product of America that is not appre 
dated in Europe. American wheat, 
cotton, fruits and meats are now 
well known in the world’s markets, 
but maize is still shunned for use in 
the human dietary of the British 
isles and most of the continent. Yet 
analy sis proves that the nutritive 
value of maize cannot be less than 
five-sixths of that of wheat This 
food is, moreover, of remarkable 
healthfulness. Dy spepsia was scarce­ 
ly known in America fifty y ears ago, 
when maize was the pnndpal food. 
A surprising number of delicades 
and inexpensive dishes is now sup­ 
plied, not less than 130 redpes for 
boiling, baking and cooking this 
great staple having been tested and 
approved. The annual surplus of 
maize in the United States is enor­ 
mous. It is used for feeding cattle 
and hogs, in making glucose, starch, 
beer and whisky , and recently for 
producing oil. No part of the plant 
is lost. The fodder is valuable food 
for animals, and has been used as 
fuel in treeless parts of the west, 
while the husks are made into paper 
or employ ed for filling mattresses, 
packing fruits and wrapping cigars.

Fusion vs. Prohibition. 
A dispatch from Topeka, Kansas, 
say s: 
The surprising results of the election 
in Kansas which have up to this time 
escaped general notice are beginning 
to attraet universal attention. One is 
the carry ing of the proposition to hold 
a censtitutional convention, and the 
other ia the cessation of the enforce­ 
ment of the 
prohibitory laws. In 
their eagerness to eleet their state 
and electorial ticket the republicans 
generally paid no attention to the 
matter of the constitutional conven­ 
tion, and it carried by default on 
their part. The object of a constitu­ 
tional convention is the revisioa 
of 
thestate constitution so as to eliminate 
objectionable and obsolete features 
and to add new and needed provisions 
to the old instrument. The conven­ 
tion will be taken advantage of by the 
anti-prohibition of all parties te at­ 
tempt the elimination from the con­ 
stitution of the prohibition amend­ 
ment, and the hottest kind of a fight 
on that question is anticipated. Lor­ 
enzo Lowelling, the new third party 
govenor elect, was originally a demo­ 
crat before he joined the farmers’ 
movement, and as such has always 
been opposed to prohibition. The 
new governor has announced that the 
enforcement of the laws must here­ 
after be left with tho local officers, 
and that the state will not use the 
power in its hands to enforce the law 
in localities. In others words, he says 
such localities as desire to enforce 
prohibition can do so under the gen­ 
eral law, and that those who do not 
deeire its enforcement will not be 
made to enforce it by the state. That 
in effect, means local option, and al­ 
ready the liquor industry throughout 
the state has taken a boom.

Fusion vs. Prohibition. 
A dispatch from Topeka, Kansas, 
says: 
Th# surprising results of the election 
in Kansas whioh have up to this time 
escaped general notice are beginning 
to attract universal attention. One is 
the tarrying of the proposition to bold 
a constitutional convention, and the 
other is the cessation of the enforce­ 
ment of the 
prohibitory laws. In 
their eagerness to sleet their state 
and electorial ticket the Tepubl leans 
generally paid no attention to the 
matter of the constitutional conven­ 
tion, and it carried by default on 
their part. The object of a constitu­ 
tional convention is the revision of 
the state constitution so as to eliminate 
objectionable and obsolete features 
and to add new aod needed provisions 
to the old instrument. The conven­ 
tion will be taken advantage of by the 
anti-prohibition of all parties to at­ 
tempt the elimination from the con­ 
stitution of the prohibition amend­ 
ment, and the hottest kind of a tight 
on that question is anticipated. Lor­ 
enzo Lowelling, the new third party 
govenor elect, was originally a demo­ 
crat before he joined the farmers’ 
movement, and as such has always 
been opposed to prohibition. The 
new governor has announced that the 
enforcement of the laws must here­ 
after be left with the local officers, 
and that the state will not use the 
power in its hands to enforce the law 
m localities. In others words, he says 
such localities as desire to enforce 
prohibition can do so under the gen­ 
eral law, and that those who do not 
desire its enforcement will not be 
made to enforce it by the state. That 
in effect, means local option, and al­ 
ready the liquor industry throughout 
the state has taken a boom.

A n U ndervalued P ro d u ct. 
The origin of maize, or Indian corn. 
is unknown, but it was first culti­ 
vated by white men on the James 
river, Virginia, in 1608. It is, says 
Mr. C. J. Murphy, about the only 
product of America that is not appre­ 
ciated in Europe. American wheat, 
cotton, fruits and meats are now 
well known in the world's markets, 
but maize is still shunned for use in 
the human dietary of the British 
isles and most of the continent. Yet 
analysis proves that the nutritive 
value of maize cannot be less than 
five-sixths of that of wheat. This 
food is, moreover, of remarkable 
healthfulness. Dyspepsia was scarce­ 
ly known in America fifty years ago, 
when maize was the principal food. 
A surprising number of delicacies 
and inexpensive dishes is now sup­ 
plied, not less than 130 recipes for 
boiling, baking and cooking this 
great staple having been tested and 
approved. The annual surplus of 
maize in the United States is enor­ 
mous. It is used for feeding cattle 
and hogs, in making glucose, starch, 
beer and whisky, and recently for 
producing oil. No part of the plant 
is lost. The fodder is valuable food 
for animals, and has been used as 
fuel im treeless parts of the west, 
while the husks are made into paper 
or employed for filling mattresses, 
packing fruits and wrapping cigars.

The muscle» of a bird’s wing are 
particularly strong in proportion to 
the weig ht of its body. As a rule 
small birds th a t hav e come v ery 
far across the sea hav e been blown ov er 
the water during v iolent g ales, nnd 
many of them arriv e 011 land in a half 
dead condition. One reason for the 
fact th a t 111 fair weather small and 
weak birds make long journeys suc­ 
cessfully ov er considerable tracts of 
ocean is th a t they are carried on the 
backs of the larg er ones. When pas­ 
sing the autum n in Crete a writer as­ 
serts th a t he distinctly heard the tw it­ 
tering of small birds when flocks of 
sand cranes were passing ov erhead on 
their way to southern shores. On an­ 
other occasion, when firing a g un, ho 
lie saw threesmal! birds rise from the 
flock and disappear ag ain among the 
cranes. A nativ e priest assured him 
th a t they came ov er from Europe 
with him, while it has been found th at 
small birds, nev er before sten in cer­ 
tain parts, hav e been broug ht thither 
a t times of mig ration. Anot her cause 
is th a t small birds do not make their 
journeys in onefl jh t. They g enerally 
rest during the day searching for food, 
and thus proceed to their destination 
by easy stag es.—Brooklyn Eag le.

cranes. 
A native priest assured him 
th a t they cam e over from Europe 
with him, while it has been found th at 
small birds, never before sfen in cer­ 
tain parts, have been brought thither 
a t tim es of migration. 
Another cause 
is th a t small birds do not make their 
journeys in one ti gilt. 
They generally 
rest during the day searching for food, 
and thus proceed to their destination 
by easy stages.—Brooklyn Eagle.
